MURDERER CONFESSES. 


Cites Precedents Uriel Apply 


To His Din Cre

Manila, April U.—Maj. Littleton J. 


T. Waller, now being tried by a court 
martial on the charge 
of executing 


Samar natives without trial, addressed 
the crowded court today. He said that 
he was either right or wrong in his 
actions and added that he desired to 
cite live precedents that came under 
the head of his own case. He alluded 
to the naval battle of Santiago and to 
the humanity which he had shown to 
captured Spaniards. He said that he 
had 
many letters 
from 
Spaniards 


thanking him tor the kindness which 
he had shown them. IMaj. Waller said 
that in 1852 he was with the British in 
Egypt. The Arabs captured pickets of 
the Bengal cavalry, decapitated the 
prisoners and stuck their heads on 
poles. After this all Arabs caught were 
shot without trial. During the Chinese 
campaign, the Chinese mutilated the 
dead and toitared the wounded. Con- 
scquctly oveiy Boxer or fanatic taken 
prisoner was executed immediately. 
This was true, said Maj. Waller, of the 
troops ol all the nations in China. It 
was true during the three weeks when 
he was in command of the American 
forces. The same thing was done later, 
howt'ver, when he was not there. No 
protest was made, ho said, and he had 
every right to believe that his acts 
were approved. "It is impossible," con- 
tinued Maj. Waller, "to conceive such 
treachery as that of the Samar native. 
He revels in blood and has an appetite 
for wanton sacrilege upon the human 
body. These- fiends filled the bodies of 
my soldiers with jam and jplly and at- 
tempted to murder captives, arid 1 
shot them. I honestly 
thought 
then 


that I was. doing right and I believe so 
now. Neither my people nor the world 
will belic\ e me a murderer." 


Professor Miller Tells How He Killed 


Miss Carrie Jennett In Detroit. 


Detroit, Michigan., April 11.—Prof. 


Jos. M. Miller at twelve o'clock cou- 
fesssed to committing the murder of 
Carrie M. Jennett. After being in the 
sweat box an hour and twenty minutes 
Miller broke down and confessed the 
crime. Assistant Prosecutor Merriam, 
three officers and the 
official steno- 


grapher of the police department were 
present. Miller said that lie had inti- 
mate relations with the girl and was 
responsible for her condition. He said 
he offered to send Miss Jennett to a 
lying in hospital, but she refused to 
go, insisting that he leave his family 
and go to some other city with her. 
This he would not do. Wednesday 
night when he started from home for 
the lodge meeting he had an engage- 
ment with the girl and intended to kill 
her. He took the hatchet that was 
found by the officers yesterday in his 
kitchen with him. He secreted this on 
17th street on his way to the meeting. 
When ho left the lodge rooms he se- 
cured the hatchet again and proceeded 
to the corner of Fourteenth and War- 
ren avenue, where he met Miss Jen- 
nett. They walked over to Thirteenth 
street and out to where the killing was 
done. Miller says they sat down on 
the sidewalk and talked 
for a while, 


the girl urging him to abandon 
his 


family and leave the city with her. He 
then whipped out the hatchet 
and 


struck her on the head. When asked 
why he mutilate'd her so, Miller said 
he had no recollection of anything 
after the first blow until be found him- 
self wiping the blood off his hatchet 
on the grass in the vacant lot.

A Tkrillln* Incident ol One Attack 


at M*ht. 


The following incident of the great 


civil war was related by tine late Presi- 
dent R. B. Hayes while en route from 
Chicago to Indianapolis in the fall of 
1870:

General Hayes, "to tell the most thrill- 
ing experience that occurred tome dar- 
ing the four years in the volunteer 
army.

who gare a little money out of their 
salaries," said a prominent western 
merchant, "and I do what I can to 
encourage habits of thrift 1 employ 
about 75 clerks In my establishment, 
to whom I pay weekly salaries ranging 
from $10 to ?40. 
Naturally enough 


more of them get the former than the 
latter amount, but they are none the 
less worthy on that account. 


"In the beginning, \ .en I employed 


only two people, I lived pretty close to 
them, and I knew how thriftless they 
oould be when, they were not encour- 
aged to be otherwise. I have discharg- 
ed more clerks for that sort of thing 
than for any other cause. They speni 
their salaries, large or small as might 
be, in a reckless fashion and let debt 
accumulate quite regardless of toe 
rights of creditors. 


"As my business Increased, and with 


It ray profits and my force of poople. 
I began to give the matter more ^tudy. 
and in the end, when I ft-lt able to be 
of material assistance in encouraging 
thrift and honesty. I proposed a^caj'ly 
recognition to those who would save 
something out of their salaries. It was 
small at first, but was so successful 
tbat today I haven't a clerk 3\fbj>)has 
not some kind of a bank account and 
not one who willfully refuses to pay 
his debts. 
\Vbt-u we get a new ono 


who refuses to take advantage?'-afc^he 
opportunities afforded, we let him yo 
at the end of the first year. 


"My present plan is to double the 


pavings of all clerks who receive $10, 
$12 and $15 a week; to add 25 per cent 
to all who receive from $15 to $25 and 
10 for tbose over $25, A cleric on $15 
a week or under cannot save much, 
but as a rule that class of clerks bavo 
no one to maintain but tbonisehes. 
and it' one cannot save more than -S-j 
out of bis year's labor it is rather 
pleasant for him to got -?25 clear piofit 
Those who receive the larger amount.1

The first railroad constructed in China 


was a narrow gauge line from Shanghai 
to Woosung, put down in 187G, and in- 
tended chiefly as an ocular demonstra- 
tion to the Chinese. At the end of 12 
months it was sold to a Chinese official, 
who straightway tore up the rails and 
deported them to Formosa. The single 
dummy engine of the lino now reposes 
peacefully in the mud of some Fcrmosan 
harbor, together with tho wreck of the 
junk in which it was transported. 


During these 12 months of its exist- 


ence the Shangbai-Woosung railroad, 
with its single dummy crrgine and its 
train of small cars—whic'fiv'by the way, 
were of the American pattern—carried 
300,000 passengers. Tho Chinese came 
from far and wide to see and experi- 
ment with this new barbarian curiosity, 
and the people in the neighborhood, 
soon finding it an institution of great 
practical utility, becarno regular pa- 
trons.

[t ;etc., railroad, telephone, excellent water 


system and sewerage—in short, aa many 
modern conveniences as any village of 
its size in New England. Yet it is nei- 


,,0th£r. city, town, plantation nor even au 


'incorporated place. It is nothing. 


•Its inhabitants pay no taxes of any 


sort Babies have been-born here, have 
.grown to manhood and become heads 


/. jQ^l^milies and never known what it was 
' to pay one cent for taxes. 


There are, of course, a wild land tax 


and a state tax on the mill property, 
,b}jfc.$heBe are paid by nonresidents and 
ate something with which the inhabit- 
ants ha've nothing to do. On the other 
hand, no inhabitant can vote. They 
are, as a rule, well educated, the daily 
papers have a large circulation and the 
^people are well posted in current events. 
, Yet here, in the very heart of New 
England, is a community who have no 
more voice or influence in national, 


, state, county or town affairs than 


though they lived in the heart of Rus- 
sia. Here are gray haired American 


, , citizens who have never cast a ballot, 


and cannot BO long as they live here. 


It is the most cosmopolitan village in 


i 
Nfjw-jEngland. 
Every nation on earth 


is or has been represented here. 


The most remarkable thing about 


this most remarkable place is the entire 
absence of crime. Notwithstanding this 
heterogeneous population there are no 
police, not even a constable. There was 
afiorft-of constable here, but his com- 
mission expired, and his duties had 
been, so light he did not consider it 
•worth his while to renew it 


Here is the only village in the United 


States to which there is no carriage 
road. The only means of transportation 
to or from the outside world is by a 
railroad. This railroad starts at Gilead 
and follows the valley of the Wild river 
along a route so narrow that in many 
places there is barely room for the rails 
On every other side of the village aro 
mountains so steep that even a footman 
can climb their sides only with diffi- 
culty and so high that the sun is visible 
only,part of tho day. 


When this railroad was first built a 


few persons ventured to drive a carriage 
over the ties. But it proved so difficult 
and .dangerous that this method of 
reaching the village has been aban- 
doned. 


This railroad is one of the wonders 


of New England. It penetrates 14 miles 
into the wildest denies of the White 
mountains. A ride upon it is a new ex- 
perience, even to a traveler who has 
vjpjted every country upon the globe 
You. follow the sinuous Wild river, 
whirling around curves of 40 degrees, 
where it seems impossible for a train to 
go. You climb the sides of mountains 
at an elevation of 400 feet to the mile, 
where a horse could scarcely go and 
could not haul a load; you shoot do\\ 11 
declivities which are almost precipices, 
where a break in the machinery means 
death. Once the train did run away 
and was smashed, killing the trainmen 
It is a freight road, not usually taking 
passengers. 


Here was the first successful experi- 


ment of hauling logs by rail upon ii 
large,scale in New England, and upon 
thisisoad was used the first patent gear- 
ed locomotive for mountain climbing 
in the east. 
., Tlje, (School is another unique feature. 
The 'Sphoolhouse was built in 1892 by 
the two companies who operate here. 
,andv1fce teacher is paid by a contriba- 


r$on>from each workman of 10 cents a 
inonth. This is taken from each man's 
wages each pay day, and is enough to 


\paynfqr about 33 weeks of school a year. 


This territory was granted to Richard 


Batchelder by the state of Massachu- 
se^iabout 100 years ago. 


Eorty years ago G. A. Hastings of 


Bethel and D. B. Hastings of Pryeburg 
.bought 20,000 acres here, practically 
,4he whole region. In 1891 they sold the 
right of way through their territory, 
the mill site at the village and 20 acres 
to the Wild River Lumber company of 
Island Pond, Vt This company pur- 
chased at the same time 40,000 acres of 
timbfer in Bean's purchase, just across 
the New Hampshire Una 


They put in the big steam mill, store, 


most^of the houses, the electric system, 
waifer 'system, sewers, etc. They cut 
their timber at Bean's purchase and 
hanl it by rail to their steam mill here, 
which saws 65,000 feet a day when run 
!'$oiits-full capacity.

For the 
first child he was to furnish one grain, 
two for the second, four for the third, 
and so on. always doubling the number 
of grains for each successive birth 


The number of children born vras 


63, and the proportion of grains to b« 
supplied was so enormous that the par- 
ty bound by the wager demanded the 
canceling of the bet as being based on 
an impracticable condition. 


The court decided, after making the 


necessary calculation, that the wager 
was naturally impossible to be carried 
out, and it consequently decreed that 
the party who had received the $5 on 
condition of an event which he declared 
himself unable to meet should return 
that sum to his opponent and should 
pay an additional sum of $5. which was 
the only chance of loss incurred by the 
winner if the millet had been furnished

jienta, while the bath rooms contained 
oaths of bronze and marble, and even a 
library of books was earned on board. 
Covered walks ran alongside these deck 
louses, with fruit trees and rows of 
/ines planted in flowerpots, which leads 
>ne to surmise that the Romans were 
-'air weather sailors rather than daring 
navigators cf choppy seas. 


Of the earlier Grecian yachts, how- 


over, our knowledge is more scanty. 
A.11 the existing evidence from written 
-•otirces, supplemented in a few isolated 
•nses by evidence from material sources, 
till leaves ample room for deduction 
and conjecture. 


The sails used on Grecian ships were 


sometimes mado of linen, but more 
often of the fiber of the papyrus and 
various other rushes. Thus even the 
American invention of ramie cloth 
would appear to have been forestalled. 
The edges of the Grecian sails were 
bound with hide, a system which if 
adopted nowadays, though perhaps not 
conducive to speed, would insure a ves- 
sel sailing with sails of the same di- 
mensions as given in the Yacht Racing 
association certificate. The sJdns of the 
hyena and the seal were in particular 
request. since sailors considered these a 
sovereign means for keeping off light- 
ning. Topsails, as part of the ordinary 
rig, apparently came into use about 50 
A.. D. The ancient mariner, who knew 
that he increased the ship's speed by 
iarrying sail as high as possible, attain- 
ed his object by hoisting up the yard, 
but seemingly did not understand tho 
cause of this phenomenon. 


The stylo of rigging used on the 


earliest Greek vessels can bo gleaned 
fairly accurately from the Homeric 
poems. The mast (bistos) was suppcirt-> 
ed at its foot by a prop (hispcdede) and 
held by two forestays (protonol) and a 
backstay (epitonos). The mast carried 
n yard (epikrion), by means of which) 
the sail was hoisted. When the mast 
was lowered, the hispodedo was obvious- 
ly a kind of tabernacle—it lay in a rest 
styled histodoke. The presence of hal- 
yards and brailing ropes is implied, 
while different terms are used for tho 
running gear, though no definite infor- 
mation is given as to its nature. The 
mast and yards were generally mado of 
fir nnd occasionally of pine. 


The outer planking of the hull was 


covered with a mixture of tar and wax, 
eome paint being usually melted with 
tho latter. Sometimes a sheathing of 
lead covered the outer planking, layers 
of tarred failcloth being placed between 
the wood and tho metal. Wooden pegs 
and bronze nails were used for holding 
together tho timbers of a ship, while 
girdles of cable fastened horizontally 
round the ship were frequently uaed to 
strengthen the hall externally. At tho 
bottom of the hold gravel or stone bal- 
last was uHnally carried, while the 
bilge.water was emptied out by means 
of an Archimedean screw, which was 
worked by a kind of treadmill

earliest recorded yacht race, in the mod- 


I ern sense of the word, was one in which

arch had a pleasure boat built for him 
after a Dutch model (the word yacht or 
jaght seems to be of Dutch origin), but 
with improvements, and the little ves- 
sel earned the approbation of -Samuel 
Pepys, tho diarist, who, as secretary to 
the admiralty, may be supposed to have 
been a keen judge, and who described 
her as "very pretty" and as "One of the 
finest things thai ever I saw for neat- 
ness and room." 


'On Oct. 1, 1061, the king sailed her 


against his brother, the Duke of York's 
yacht, for 100 guineas, from Greenwich 
to Gravcsend and back, and won his 
wager.—Pall Mall Gazette.

freesboro to Washington. Speaking of 
him to Mr. Gilmore, who reports the 
complimentary remark in his "Personal 
Recollections," General Eosecranseaid: 


"He has, yon know, been elected to 


congress. He will make his mark there 
and. come out at the top of the" heap. 
He is the best read man in my army." 


Subseqnentiy Mr, Gilmore found that 


Eosecrans' opinion of Garfield's exten- 
sive reading was that of the army. 
Learning that the chief of staff was 
"holding a camp meeting in his room," 
he went there.

The man in question 


was induced by an indiscreet friend to 
my a pound of red paint with which to 
iaint a small dog kennel. Without re- 
iecting upon the danger to which every 
me exposes himsiclf who takes tlie un 
lallowcd brush in his hand, this man 
minted the dog kennel, and with the 
quarter of a pound that was left under 
;ook to paint the bathtub, in order. as< 
le told himself, that tho paint should 
not be wasted. 


lie found that when the bathtub was 


not more than half painted his supply 
of paint was exhausted, and be there- 
fore bought another can 
With this he 


finished tho bathtub and had this time 
three-quarters of a ponnd left 


It was, of course, impossible for him 


to allow t-o much paint to be wasted 
uid accordingly he began to paint tin1 
six kitchen chairs 
There was enough 


paint for live chairs only, and the 
wretched man saw that he could not 
help buying a third pound, nearly all of 
which was left after the sixth chair was 
finished. 


With hungry eyes and excited air he 


cow roamed through the house seeking

np weigh from 1.000 to 2,000 pound*.
